LONDON (UPI)—Mrs. Jacque­ 
line Kennedy lunched with Queen 
Elizabeth at Buckingham Palace 
today and talked about the things 
they have in common—busy hus­ 
bands,

houses and fast horses. 


She said the queen was “so 
gracious” and the lunch “wonder­ 
ful.” 


America’s First Lady—a pretty 
picture for a spring day in a suit 
of cherry red wool and a mink 
hat—left the palace filled with ad­ 
miration at the queen’s costume 
and delighted at the chance of re­ 
newing a friendship that started 
at a state dinner in the same 
room last June. 


“Her majesty was so gracious to 
invite me to lunch, I don’t know 
what to say,” said Mrs. Kennedy. 
“It was a wonderful lunch." 


Buckingham Palace luncheons 
are regarded as “private” occa 
sions and the participants never 
discuss them. Mrs. Kennedy tried 
to adhere to this rule by going 
immediately into the home of her 
sister and brother-in-law, Prince 
Stanislaw and Princess Lee Rad 
ziwill, where she is staying, only 
200 yards from the palace.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Senate rackets sub­ 
committee 
today 
urged 
Congress to hamstring or­ 
ganized gambling by cut­ 
ting its lines of communi­ 
cation. 


The permanent subcommittee on 
investigations concluded in a 48- 
page report that local law enforce­ 
ment cannot handle "the grave in­ 
ternal threat of organized crime, 
much of it financed by gambling 
earnings.” 


Cities lack the funds and author­ 
ity and sometimes the will to fight 
organized crime effectively, it 
said. 


Therefore, 
the 
subcommittee 
recommended that Congress out­ 
law the gambling “wire services,” 
which it called the “Achilles heel” 
of bookmakers. 


The subcommittee made clear 
that in using the term “wire serv­ 
ice,” it was not referring to le­ 
gitimate news agencies. 


Chairman John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark., introduced a bill to pro­ 
hibit the distribution of horse race 
information in any state that bans 
off-track betting. Only Nevada al­ 
lows off-track betting. 


The subcommittee also recom­ 
mended banning interstate sale of 
crooked gambling equipment and 
suggested making attempted brib­ 
ery of an athlete a federal crime. 
Aims at System 


The key recommendation was 
aimed at what the subcommittee 
called a confederation of horse 
racing wire services criss-cross­ 
ing the country east of the Mis­ 
sissippi. 


Using telephones, these services 
flash 
betting 
odds, 
jockeys' 
names, track conditions, scratches 
and winners to bookmakers. 


Congress last year prohibited 
the 
interstate 
transmission of 
gambling information. But the 
subcommittee said the law con­ 
tained a loophole through which 
many wire services might escape 
because the operators themselves 
do not wager. 


The loophole should be shut, the 
senators said, to eliminate the “in­ 
dispensable” intelligence system 
of organized gambling. 


Bookmakers must have fast, ac­ 
curate information to stimulate 
business, to lay off bets with other 
bookmakers when odds change 
rapidly, and to protect themselves 
(Continued on Page 3, col.

of by any officer on sight, it -was 
stated. 
The bureau has announced that 
all persons found harboring dogs 
without valid licenses will be pro­ 
secuted without exception. Mini­ 
mum fine is $5 and costs of prose­ 
cution. The maximum fine is-$100 
and costs or 30 days in jail or 
both. 
Over Six Months 
All dogs over six months faust 
carry a 1962 license, according to 
the bureau. Male dog licenses icost 
$1.10. Female licenses are $2.10, 
but the cost is $1.10 if the fefaale 
is spayed and the fact is verified 
by a veterinarian’s certificate or 
affidavit. 
Licenses can be obtained from 
the county treasurer’s office or 
may be ordered through a notary 
public, justice of the peace or 
alderman.
